YOUNG MAGNATE 
TAKES AN EXPENSIVE “FLYER.” 


J. D. ROCKEFELLER, JR., SPECU- 
LATES TO HIS GRIEF. 


Essayed to Manipulate the Leather 
Market With His Father’s Money 
and Loses Millions—Sunday-school 
Youth Went After Experience Under 
James R. Keene’s Tuition and Got it. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The first serious coup in 
Wall street essayed by John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., is likely to cause that model 
young man a loss anywhere from $5,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000. He is said to be into 
Leather to that extent, and wise heads 
who know the market say that he can- 
not get out. His father has come to 
his relief, but his suggestions have 
done nothing more than to steady the 
stock temporarily. 

Young Rockefeller has long desired 
to emulate the example of George 
Gould and W. K. Vanderbilt, who both 
learned the ways of the street through 
very costly experience. He is said to 
have broached the subject to his in- 
dulgent father, who promptly gave his 
approval and the necessary money. The 
young man does not drink, smoke nor 
swear and has shown an interest in Sun- 
day-school, and the old gentleman not 
only had confidence in him, but wanted 
him to have the experience. It is said 
he was referred to James R. Keene, 
who selected Leather as a proper stock 
for manipulation. . 

Leather common was then at 8 and 
the entire issue could have been bought 
for $5,000,000. Rockefeller, Sr., was 
again consulted, and seeing that the 
amount involved was apparently not 
very great, readily consented to have 
an effort made to force stocks to a 
higher level. 

It was $xpected by the young finan- 
cier that as soon as the stock showed 
satisfactory gains he could unload at 
a handsome profit. He made heavy 
purchases, and before long the market 
began to rise at a rapid rate. Men 
who had held Leather until the stock 
was moth-eaten brought it forth and 
sold it to young Rockefeller. The price 
was doubled, tripled and quadrupled, 
but still there were no football rushes 
among buyers anxious to secure the 
stock. Then the skyrocket came down. 

There are people on the street who 
say that Keene was a large holder of 
moth-eaten Leather stock before he 
suggested to young Rockefeller that 
he attempt the disastrous manipula- 
tion.

CARBONADO MINE HORROR. 
TWO MORE MEN ARE RESCUED. 
P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

CARBONADO (Wash.,) Dec. 10.— 
Stunned by the suddenness of the mine 
horror, the people here seem too dazed 
for any expression of grief of a de- 
monstrative nature. Thirty-two is the 
number of dead. As by a miracle, two 
men were rescued at 5 o’clock this 
morning, after suffering an awful 
night, entombed in the dark cavernous 
chamber of horrors. 


one of these men, Peter Merp, proudly 
slapped himself on the breast as he was 
emerging from the mouth of the main 
tunnel, ejaculating “Peter’s all right; 
how’s my dogs?” 

In painful contrast to him was the 
other fortunate, named Michael Knish, 
a Pole. So sickened had he been by 
the bad air that he could hardly find 
his voice, and what utterances he did 
give vent to were born of delirium. 
Later in the day Knish said: 

“T was working on the fourth cross- 
cut when it came. After that I went 
to sleep and somebody came and woke 
me up and took me out of there.” 

That was the telltale messenger of 
his period of consciousness. All he 
knew was that an explosion had hap- 
pened and then he fell asleep until res- 
cued. He had lain in the cool depths 
over eighteen hours and had not the 
least conception of this length of time. 
On the other hand, Peter, the French- 
man, had been blindly groping around 
in the darkness for the most of the 
night on his hands and knees, seek- 
ing for some avenue of escape. 

Save these two men, the death list 
remains the same. 

The injured, in addition to Knish, 
number five. They are Andrew Kich- 
inko.

EL PASO (Tex.,) Dec. 10.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Three hundred sports 
narrowly escaped abiding in a Mexi- 
can jail tonight. ‘‘Red’ Gallagher of 
California and Tommy Mahar of Chi- 
cago, attempted today to repeat their 
programme of four weeks ago, and pull 
off a finish fight on Mexican soil. The 
Mexican officials got wind of the af- 
fair, and rurales armed with Win- 
chesters met the pugilists and their 
friends on the line. 

At 2 o’clock this afternoon, the 
fighters and 300 sports left this city 
in carriages and buggies, drove down 


the valley three miles, and then turned . 


to cross the Rio Grande into Mexico. 
When the head of the column of pugilis- 
tic invaders reached the middle of 
the river, which is now dry, the 
Americans espied a squad of rurales 


on the opposite side-of the river, and 


the American column instantly halted. 
Seeing their presence. was discovered, 
the rurales, with the Juarez Chief of 
Police at their head, advanced to meet 
the sports, and informed them that 
no fight would be pulled off on Mexi- 
can soil. Asked if they would object 
to the fight taking place_in the middle 
of the dry river bed, the Mexican offi- 
cers said that was neutral ground, and 


they could not object. 


A ring was quickly arranged in the 
rived bed, and Mahar and Gallagher 
fought viciously for twenty-eight 
rounds. In the last round Mahar fouled 
his antagonist and the fight was given 
to Gallagher. The rurales witnessed 
the‘ battle, and between rounds en- 
joyed the liquid-refreshments of the 
El Paso sports. Texas officers were 
on hand to prevent the fight taking 
place in Texas. The rurales say it was 
their intention to keep out of sight un- 


til the battle began on Mexican soil 


and then they intended to take the 
fighters and spectators to the Juarez 
barracks.

VII. THE FOOLS OF SHAKESPEARE. 


(Concluded. ) 

It is evident, then, that Shakespeare 
places even the lowest order of his 
clowns in intimate relation to the 
main actions of the plays. In their 
simplicity they not only throw light 
on the conduct of the main char- 
acters and unwittingly let out the truth 
about these, but they keep the princi- 
pal idea) prominent by their actions. 
Even their vulgarity counts. Of only 
two of the early comedies can it be said 
that the clowns are without appreci- 
able influence upon the  plots-—the 
“Comedy of Errors” and “The Taming 
of the Shrew.” These show the ‘pren- 
tice hand. In them the clowns stqnd 
apart from the action of the plays. 
Yet it is to be remembered that in all 
of the plays preceding Shakespeare the 
clown parts furnished nothing but ir- 


psawest manners, then thy

The wonder is that 
he discovered so soon the dramatic 
pessibtlities of the fool and made him 
mean something in the dramatic 
scheme. We may notice, too, in the 
early comedies how the poet is de- 
veloping that mastery over word and 
phrase, that facility of verbal inven- 
tion, to which the adjective “Shake- 
spearean” is applied. In the two plays 
last named he seems to revel in new- 
found powers and to set no bounds tp 
their exercise; profusion of epithet de- 
lights him. It can be easily under- 
stood how the fool element gave free 


play to his language-inventiveness. 
The fool might be garrulous, inconse- 
quential, inexact and reckless 


speech, but he was expected to be 
ready and» venturesome. The  fool- 
speeches may be regarded in these 
early comedies as so many experiments 
in language. They test and try one

Leaving the instinctive fools, like 
Costard and Launce, and the mechani- 
cal buffoons like Grumio, and Dromio 
of Ephesus, we reach the plays in 
which Shakespeare has presented fools 
of a higher order, the fools of con- 
scious wit and wisdom—like those in 
‘Lear,’ “Twelfth Night” and “As You 
Like It.’” These men know what they 
are about: they are in line with na- 
ture, but they are playing a part, how- 
ever much they may dissemble. Kent 
discovers that Lear’s boy is not all 
fool, and although Celia refers to 
Touchstone as “a natural,’ Jaques 
real character of 
humorist and philosopher. Either 
Touchstone is wondrous skillful in the 
first act in passing for a pure fool or 
there are two fools in the play. Dr. 
Furness puts the question thus: “Is the 
‘clownish fool’ and the ‘roguish clown’ 
of the first act, with his bald jests of 
knights and pancakes. the Touchstone 
of the fifth act, who has trod a meas- 
ure, flattered a lady, been politic with 
his friend and smooth with his enemy?

WHY THIS CHANGE? 

Senator Perkins is quoted in a recent 
dispatch frem Washington as saying 
that he will vote to seat Quay in the 
Senate in spite of the objections that 
have been made to his appointment. If 
Senator Perkins has been correctly 
quoted, it is painfully evident that he 
has, for some reason not wholly apparent 
on the surface, experienced a _ radical 
change of heart on this important ques- 
tion. A few months ago, if memory 
serves gr he took an altogether 
different view of the matter, and was 
not at all backward in expressing his 
views on the subject of seating Sena- 
torial appointees under circumstances 
like those which surround the Quay. 
case. 

Senator Perkins, if we mistake not, 
pointed out the fact, which is obvious 
to every intelligent man who gives the 
question serious thought, that the failure 
_of a State Legislature to elect a Sena- 
tor does not create a vacancy_in the of- 
fice of a kind which. may properly be 
filled by  gubernatorial—-appointment, 
under the constitutional provision gov- 
erning the matter. The Senate of the 
United States has always taken this 
view of the question in cases parallel 
to that of Quay, and there is little prob- 
ability that it will reverse. itself at. 
this late day. To do so would be a 
very grave mistake, and one which 
would surely return to plague those 
guilty of it at some time in the future— 
and probably not very far in the future. 
_ The view which the Senate has always 
held—and it is obviously the only right 
‘and logical view—is that when a State 
Legislature neglects or refuses to fill a 
vacancy, and adjourns without doing so, 
the fact is to be interpreted as the will 
of the State thatthe vacancy be not 
filled. The,.Governor has power to ap- 
‘point a Senator only in case a vacancy 
occurs while the Legislature is not in 
session, and even in such case the ap- 
pointee can hold office only until the 
‘assembling of the Legislature, when it 
becomes the duty of that body, under 
the Constitution, to elect a Senator. 
- The function of election resides solely 
with the Legislature, and the Governor 
of a State has no power to exercise that 
- function, which he would virtually be 
doing if the principle were to be ad- 
mitted that he may appoint a Senator 


when the Legislature, having oppor- 
tunity to elect, fails to do sa 
The constitutional provision is sim- 


plicity itself: “If vacancies happen, by 
resignation or otherwise, during the re- 
cess of the Legislature of any State, 
the executive thereof may make tem- 
porary appointments until the next 
meeting of the Legislature, which shall 
then fill such vacancies.” The Constitu- 
tion does not say that if the Legislature 
gets into a deadlock and adjourns with- 
out electing a Senator, the Governor may 
appoint a Senator. It will puzzle Mr. 
Perkins to find anywhere in the Consti- 
tution of the United States such a pro- 
vision; and as‘he himself has abun- 
dantly shown, the Governor has no 
power of appointment in cases .where 
the Legislature fails to elect, having had 
opportunity to do so. | 

Why has Senator Perkins changed 
front so radically on this question? 
Is this a new development of “Perkins 
politics?” Or has he been incorrectly 
quoted as saying that he would vote 
for Quay if given the opportunity to 
do so? An explanation is in order from 
Senator Perkins. He cannot be oblivious 
to the fact that the seating of Quay 
would mean the seating of several other 


gubernatorial appointees, who would go | 
before the Senate as Quay is going. He 
cannot be unaware of the fact that the 
appointment of the notorious Dan Burns ' 


from this State is a possibility. We 


will not do Gov. Gage the injustice, in| 


advance, to say that the appointment 
of Burns would be a certainty in case 
Quay is seated. But Mr. Perkins knows 


» that the entrance of Burns into the Sen- 


Sate would be at least a _ possibility, 
"under the circumstances noted. He 
“snows, furthermore, that to vote for the 
®ating of Quay would be to identify 
Bmself with the‘ werst machine ele- 
‘Bents of the Republican party, both 
fm Congress and in California. If Burns 


should be sent to the United ra il 


ate from California, this State would 
be forever disgraced, and Mr. \Perkins 
is as well aware of this fact as any- 
body. If, therefore, by vote or act, he 
should aid in making Dan Burns a United 
States Senator, he fannot hope to es- 
cape the disgrace which must surely 
follow such action. Is Senator Perkins 
prepared to place himself in so com- 
promising, illogical, and wrong a posi- 
tion? Can he afford to trifle in so fla- 
grant a manner with the people of his 
State? Or, if Senator Perkins has been 
misrepresented in this matter, will he 
say so plainly, and disavow the state- 
ments attributed to him? 


A NEW PRISON INDUSTRY. 
It is gratifying to learn, from a San 
Francisco dispatch, that the prospect of 


creating a new industry in California 


by making sacks at San Quentin out 
of home-grown flax and hemp, promises 
to become a reality. If the plan shall 
prove to be as practicable as it is be- 
lieved to be, the introduction of the 
new industry will go far toward fur- 
nishing a solution of the troublesome 
problem of how best to employ prison 
labor so as least to interfere and com- 
pete with free labor. 

If the proposed industry be introduced 
into our State prisons, it will necessi- 
tate a considerable expenditure for the 
remodeling of the machinery now in use; 
but this will be a small consideration in 
comparison to the benefits that will ac- 
crue from the introduction of the 
new industry. One of these-—-bene- 
fits is found in the fact that the work 
will keep at home something like $150,- 
ooo annually, which is now expended 
in the importation of jute from Cal- 
cutta. This saving will be realized from 
the beginning, and the benefit will of 
course increase as the industry grows 
into greater proportions. 

In addition tc the direct benefit that 
California agriculturists will realize 
from this industry, in the increased de- 
mand and probably better prices for 
flax, it is claimed that the quality of 
the sacks will be vastly better than 
that of the sacks at present in use, 
and that they can be sold at the same, 
or possibly lower, rates than the Cal- 


cutta sacks. If this claim can be made 
good, it will mean a great demand in 


the near future for California sacks, 
and this demand will give employment, 
in all probability, to all the convicts 
in our prisons, in course of time. 


The death of Gen. Gregorio del Pilar 
removes from the scene of action in the 
Philippines one of Aguinaldo’s cleverest 


and ablest lieutenants, and one mem- 
ber of the “Filipino army” who appears, 


even though but little more than a 
mere youth, to have had many soldierly 
qualities. How much longer Aguinaldo 
will keep up hisame of hide-and-seek 
it is impossible to guess, but the chances 
are decidedly against its indefinite con- 
tinuation. If there were some person 
in the Philippines to tell the natives 
the exact situation—some person, at 


least, in whom they place confidence— 


there is little doubt that the so-called 
war would come to an early conclusion. 
For the sake of the misguided natives 


of the Tagal tribe, it is to be hoped 


that, through the death or capture of 
their chief, they may see how utterly 
futile further fighting is—that there is 
no more chance fo. their accomplishing 
anything but further suffering and death 
to men of their tribe than there is for 
them to pull the very stars from their 
places in the sky. Everything points 
clearly to an early finish of Aguinaldo 
and his mouthing allies in the United 
States.

Alt the Churches Yesterday. 


Healthy Doubt. 
EV. c. J. K. JONES preached 
R yesterday morning in the Church 
of the Unity, corner Third and 
Hill street, on “The Value of Healthy 


Doubt.” He eaid, in part: 

“Seience in all its departments is 
only in its infancy, and if it is to 
progress the men of science must con- 
tinually doubt that what has been 
learned on any given subject is all 
that can be learned thereon. Even 
in what they suppose they know thor- 
oughly, they are to maintain an atti- 
tude of mind which is open to the 
possibilities of new truth or new forces 
of old truth. The final truth con- 
cerning any fact in experimental sci- 
ence, probably has not been attained. 
All knowledge we possess is only rela- 
tive. It serves until something better 
shall come. The attitude of doubt on 
the part of scientific men is the only 
one consistent with the facts of human 
knowledge, and our relation to the 
manifold works of the Infinite Being. 

“The revival of learning in the 
sixteenth and eeventeenth centuries 
marked a new era in the intellectual 
history of mankind. These great cen- 
turies received the impetus of their 
vast mental energy from that great 
whve of doubt which swept over in- 
tellectual Europe at this time: Men 
who thought, began to doubt the in- 
fallibility of the church in her author- 
ity, and in her explanations of the 
origin and nature of man and the uni- 
verse, Here and there were found 
brave souls, who fearlessly spoke out 
their thoughts,. and accepted the con- 
sequences in so doing. Blessed for- 
ever are the men of all ages who have 
maintained this attitude. I would 
make an especial calendar of men who 
are entitled to sainthood, because their 
single motive was to ascertain and 
tell the truth. The true scientific 
spirit accepts as final the authority of 
no man. Its motto is ‘Forward.’ Its 
prayer continually is for ‘more fight.’ 
This spirit of healthy doubt is needed 
in the church. There is a doubting 
which is healthy, and there is a doubt- 
ing which is not healthy. The latter I 
deprecate and deplore as much as any 
mancan. The function of healthy doubt, 
in the domain of the church, her in- 
stitutions and dogmas is to properly 
question whatever is contrary ‘to rea- 
eon and intelligence in sound morals 
and ethics. It will refuse to accept 
as authority any statement which is 
unquestionably wrong. This spirit of 
doubt will weigh and measure all 
things of theory and practice in mor- 
als and religion by the standards of 
truth and reason. In the church as 
in science the exercise of healthy 
doubt can produce naught but prog- 
ress and blessing to mankind.”

According 
to them, it was a sin to heal a man on 
the Sabbath, but it was no sin to pull 
one out of the ditch. They thought it 
was right for a man to be hungry on 
the Sabbath, but they considered it 
wrong to pluck the ears of corn and 
to eat*them on that day. It was their 
duty to ‘pay tithe of mint and arise 
and commune,’ but they ‘omitted the 
weightier matters of the law, judg- 
ment, mercy and faith.” Their con- 
science let them ‘devour widows’ 
houses,’ but it required them to ‘make 
long prayers.’ The law of Moses re- 
quired a man to honor and keep his 
parents; but tradition allowed him to 
devote his property to the temple 
service. In this way, he could escape 
the obligation to support his father 
and mother, if they were in need of 
his help. In our day, some people pay 
great attention to condemned murder- 
ers. They send them presents, and 
circulate petitions in their favor; but 
the murdered man and his relatives 
are hardly ever considered by these 
lovers of murderers. We condemn the

They prefer to stay at home and ma- 
lign their neighbors. It would distress 
some good people to see a child tor- 


tured by ‘a brutal man, but it does not | 


make them miserable to believe that 
countless millions of the human race 
will be tortured forever. Some theolo- 
gians seem to think that disbelief in 
their metaphysical theories about the 
nature of Christ is a far greater sin 
than disobedience to Christ’s com- 
mandments. Mere rationalists can 
swallow Buddhism, agnosticism, anni- 
hilation, atheism, or the vagaries of 
the so-called higher criticism, but they 
cannot accept the gospel of Christ. 
Some Socialists can swallow insurréc- 
tion, revolution, destruction of prop- 
erty, disloyalty, or murder, but they 
cannot accept the golden rule. Some 
employers can swallow the hunger, 
the poverty, the nakedness, the sick- 
ness, the slavery, or the deaths of 
their employés, but they strain at 


“the golden rule. It is our duty to keep 


the commandments of God. It is not 
traditions of elders, 
theories about social reform, meta- 
physical dogmas about Christ, the doc- 
trines of dead and dying religions or the 
conceit of second-hand and unspiritual 
criticism, take the place of obedience 
to God’s commandments, as they are 
revealed to us in the blessed gospel of 


Jesus Christ.” 


Polygamy. 


PROPOS of the celebrated case 
now before Congress, Rev. A. C. 
Smither preached at the First 
Christian Church last night upon the 
Subject, “Marriage and Polygamy.” 
“Marriage is the most important in- 
stitution of human life,” he said, “and 
its importance merits far-more atten- 
tion than it has ever received at the 
hands of the American pulpit. It had 
its origin at the beginning of the race. 
Marriage is at the basis of the family, 
of society, of the . church and state. 
Polygamy was found among many peo- 
ples in ancient times, A record of its 
early existence is found in the word 
of God. It was tolerated in Old Testa- 
ment days much as slavery was tol- 
erated in Christian nations. The most 
unpardonable, inexcusable form of its 
existence is that palmed off on the 
American people as a matter of re- 
ligious practice by, the’ Mormons. 
There is. no apology for thfS stain. on 
our national honor. The Mormons 
have been most treacherous in their 
dealings with the United States on 
this question. After that church is- 
sued a manifesto to the country that 
it had forsaken plural marriages, and 
statehood had, been granted the Ter- 
ritory of Utah, the practice is con- 
tinued save by the apostles of the 
church, and a confessed polygamist 
is sent to Congress. No true Ameri- 
can opposes Mr. Roaberts’s admission 
to our national Congress because he 
is a Mormon, and it is the sheerest 
nonsense for him to appeal to the coun- 
try on that basis. The objection is 
urged against him as a polygamist, 
and not as a Mormon. If the sentiment 
of the State of Utah is so depraved on 
this subject that the laws against 
polygamy cannot be enforced, then let 
some way be devised by which its 
Statehood shall be forfeited; and if 
it takes the whole of our army to stop 
it, let them be sent to Utah, and send 
even thé holy apostles of that faith 
to the penitentiary, where it will be 
impossible to continue this practice, 
rather than to the Congress to bring 
infamy to the United States.”

Kings and Priests,"

simply means meeting God’s condi- 
tions. The children of God are the real 
kings, and ought to govern this world 
by their influence. We owe no alle- 
giance to wickedness, and should bow 
to nothing less than Christ and His 
authority. Gen. Grant would allow no 
ovation while he was in Jerusalem. 
Our estimate of self-value must be 
measured by the value Christ put on 
us. ° He loved us and gave Himself 
for us. Hence we must be of royal 
blood, and of priceless value. This 
relationship gives us high character. 
royal duties, awful responsibilities and 
a glorious destiny. To be a priest 
unto God is a privilege unspeakable, 
and to be a king with a kingdom full 
of riches and honor and power be- 
longs only to the royal family of God. 
Jesus said the kingdom of God is 
within His people, and as priests and 
kings we are to subdue all nations 
unto the. King eternal, immortal, in- 
visible the only wise God. Priests and 
kings unto God! What an honor, and 
what dignity!”

The Bible. 

A T CHRIST CHURCH yesterday 
the Rev. George T. Dowling chose 
for this theme, ‘“‘The Bible: What 

it is, and What it is Not.” 

in part: 


He said, 

“Before I seek to answer what that 
Bible is, let me state what it is not. 
Everything must be judged according 
to its uses. Suppose you were to con- 
demn a ‘locomotive headlight because 
it did not illuminate the landscape. 
Why, the engineer would say: ‘That 
is mt what a headlight is for. It only 
has one purpose, and that is to light 
up the track.’ Now ore of the great 
mistakes of scripture interpreters is 
that they either forget or do not real- 
ize that there is very much gecenery 
along the track which the Bib’e does 
not pretend to illuminate at al. 

“If you go there trying to build from 
it, some theory of physical science, 
you will come away a disappointed 
man; for this book was given to teach 
us how to go to heaven, not how the 
heavens go. And the only way in 
which you can turn its pages to such 
account, is by interpreting as fact, 
much which was intended to be poetry. 
In reality until these modern days 
of a newer scholarship. this system 
was almost universal. Thus President 
White in his recent most thoughtful 
work, ‘A History of the Conflict Be- 
tween Science and Theology,’ reminds 
us, that in the seventeenth century, so 
eminent a man as the Rev. Dr. John 
Lightfoot, vice-chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, declared that 
‘heaven and earth, center and circum- 
ference, were created all together in 
the same instant, and clouds full of 
water, and that ‘this work took place 
and man was created by the Trinity 
on October 23, 4004. B. C.. at 9 o’clock 
in the morning.’ There is no greater 
debt we owe to the so-called ‘Higher 
Criticism,’ for which every devout 
scholar who truly loves the Bible, must 
thank God, than in delivering us from 
false use of that Rible. : 

“What is the Bible for? Just one 
thing: to light up the track. It was 
not given to make us wise unto geol- 
ogy; or wise unto astronomy, but as 
our text has it, ‘wise unto salvation;’ 
to warn us of the misplaced switch, 
and to bring us safely to our destina- 
tion at the terminus of the road. And 
many & man who perhaps today calls 
himself an infidel, does not disbelieve 
that book at all, though he thinks he 
does. He simply disbelieves, as the 
best scholarship of our dav disbelieves,

_. BY THE TRESSPASSER. 

HE articles I am about to indite 

are merély reflectioéns of 

opinion, and, as such, The Times is 
not to be held responsible for what I 
am going to utter. I have gone into 
the industry of keeping up other peo- 
ple’s fences, and endeavor. to show my 
contempt for the man who originated 
the maxim of “mind your own busi- 
ness.” Los Angeles is a city of over 
100,000 people, and contains a great 
many abuses that might be held within 
bounds, if not abolished altogether. It 
comes within my province; therefore, 
to handle such matters without gloves. 


You hear a great deal said about 


bicycle riders and the accidents result- 


ing from their careless way of turning 
around street corners.,.But “there are 
others” who are frequently to blame 
in this matter, as well as those who 
travel far a-wheel. On Thursday I saw 
a buggy collide with a bicycle in front 
of the Stimson Block; and just why 
the boy on the wheel was not maimed 
for life is one of the unrevealed mys- 
teries of this mysterious age. The 
driver of the horse came around that 
corner on a strong’ gallop, and the 
horse had become frightened at a 
street car. Such an animal had no bus- 
iness within the limits of this city or 
any other; and it is singular that men 
of mature years will bring such horses 
into town. A fine of about $25 would 
teach some people that there are some 
horses which should be kept on the 
country roads for a while. The remark- 
able feature of the affair was that the 
boy was loaded down with bundles in 
both arms and wholly unable to pro- 
tect himself. 


The oil interest is having quite a 
and it is to 
be hoped that city will not’ be con- 
verted into a mammoth gambling den, 
as it was in the palmy days of the 
Comstock. The Stock Board of the 
Consolidated Virginia period cut like 
a double-edged sword. It not only ab- 
sorbed all the earnings of the wage- 
workers, but it deprived the interior 
of California and Nevada of the ablest 
mining talent of the coast. Mining 
men of acknowleged ability paid no 
attention to their legitimate business, 
but lay around Leidsdorff street to 
gamble in stocks until the last dollar 
was gone. The oil business is all right, 
by itself, but if it is to be made a ve- 
hicle of gambling like that of 1875-76, 
we ought to pray for a speedy deliv- 
erance from it. Already we hear from 
Kern county that wells showing a fair 
outflow of crude oil are being capped 
over and work suspended in order to 
bring about a decline in the value of 
shares, so that the parties ‘fon the in- 
side’ may buy up the outside stock 
at low figures by the ‘“‘freeze-out”’ proc- 
ess. There is, in my belief, money 
enough to be made in the petroleum 
traffic without resorting to such 
“slantindicular’ methods as these. 


And so old “Sconchin’” Maloney has 
gone over the divide at last, having 
survived his old friend Creed Haymond 
by nearly seven years. “Sconchin” 
was an eccentric character, and was 


by many thought to be the greatest 


Shakespearean scholar on the coast. I 
never shared that opinion, being con- 
tent to pin my faith on Mr. Scott of 
the Oregonian. But Maloney was a 
curio for all that. Mr. Bierce used to 
give him an occasional shot in the 
‘“Prattle’’ department of the Exam- 
iner, but “Sconchin” always took them 
with a quiet smile. Being asked, one 
day, why he did not go down and 
“put a head’’ on Mr. Bierce, “‘Sconchin’”’ 
said, quietly. “Oh. I’ve no fahlt to 
find wid Bierce. He’s a smaller man 
nor meself, and he is full of quare 
ways. He was born wid a crucked 
brain.” ‘“‘How do you mean a crooked 
brain?” asked a bystander. 

“T mane just what I say.” retorted 
Maloney. “He has a crucked brain. 
You could take a hammer an’ dhrive 
a tinpinny nail into the top of his 
head an’ it would come out in his 
mouth a cor-rkscrew.” 

He never Knew the value of money 
when he had it, and I have known 
him to be the possessor of several 
thousands at a time. As he never gam- 
bled, one would naturally ask what 
became of it. It is easy for one who 
knew him well to answer that ques- 
tion, for he was a man who did not 
like to see anybody in want: and his 
charity, which was far beyond the 
scope of his worldly possessions, was 
too often bestowed upon undeserving 
recipients. He had been all over the 
world and once spent nearly two years 
in the land of the Mikado. Three years 
ago he became an “eyesore’’ to the 
nephew of Mr. C. P. Huntington, and 
was taken off the pay roll of the South- 
ern Pacific, where $100 per month had 
for years been written opposite his

name for imaginary services. Col. 
Fred Crocker gave him a few hundred 
dollars and transportation to ‘New. 
York. Several weeks later the 8. P. 
representative in Gotham sent to Col. 
Crocker a telegram asking: ; 
“What shall we do with Maloney?” 
The laconic response was, “Keep 
him there.” 
But they could not do it. The inroads 
of late hours and indigestible suppers 
were too much for a strong constitution 
like Maloney’s; and a severe cold that 
he caught in the McKinley campaign 
brought on pulmonary consumption. 
He came back to die and be buried at 
Napa, the “sweetest village of the 
plain,” where his boyhood days were 
spent, and where the sweet spring 
flowers will bloom over the grave of 
California’s greatest eccentrician. 


Speaking of Californians’ happy 
method of adapting themselves to any 
and all situations, reminds me of @ 
Story that a friend, who has recently 
returned from Japan, told me about 
Aleck Waugh the other day. While

FIRE AT AUGUSTA, GA. 


‘ENTIRE BLOCK OF BUILDINGS 
LAID WASTE. 
P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

AUGUSTA (Ga.,) Dec. 10.—A fire 
which had its origin in the big whole-. 
sale and retail dry goods store of J. 
B. White at 2 o'clock this morning, 
burned four hours, and laid the entire 
block bounded by Broad and Ellis and 
Seven and Eighth streets, to waste. 
The age will approximate $1,000,000. 

The flames were discovered on the 
second floor of the White’ establish- 
ment, and spread so rapidly that the 
entire fire department was soon called 
out and help summoned from Macon 
and Savannah. The Arlington Hotel 
and the stores beneath it, all a part 
of the old central building, abutted 
the White property, and was the sec- 
ond property to be attacked and de- 
stroyed, the Masonic Hall, a handsome 
three-story building occupied by offices 
and lodge-rooms, following. There was 
much excitement among the hotel 
guests, but all escaped by the stair- 
ways, and most of them saved their 
personal effects. The fire soon com- 
municated to the Schneider building 
across Eighth street, and on the next 
block, but after hard work, the progress 
of the fire was arrested there.

WORK OF THE SCHOOLS. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION’S ANNUAL 


REPORT. 


What the Several Departments Have. 
Done During the Past Year—Many 
Improvements Made and More Con- 
templated — Crowded Condition of 
Schoolrooms.. 


The annual report of the Board of 
Education and of the Superintendent 
of City Schools is now being pub- 
lished. When completed it will consist 
of a volume of 192.pages, containing 


in the various departments of the pub- 
lic schools of the city, the improve- 
ments that have been made in the 
courses of study and in the school 
buildings, and suggestions of other 
steps forward in school administration 
which are intended to benefit the 
scholars and produce the best results 
for the entire department. The reports 
cover in full the work of the school 
year that ended last June, and subse- 
quent events and changes are only in- 
cidentally referred to. When the re- 
ports are published they will be widely 


The first five pages of the report are | 
devoted to the annual address of the 
president of the Board of Education. 
President Davis considers of great im- 
portance the efforts that have been 
made to properly protect and improve 
the eyesight of the scholars in the 
schools, and at the beginning of his 
address he refers to the examinations 
of the children’s eyesight throughout 
the schools and the attention which 
was immediately given to the cases 
which were found to need it. This ex- 
amination is to be made annually, and 
particular attention is to be given to 
the proper Hghting of the _ school- 
rooms. He also refers to the opening of 
a school for teaching the deaf and 
dumb: the night school for girls; the 
extension of the sloyd training; the 
establishment of sewing and cooking 
classes, etc. 

With reference to the crowded con- 
dition of the schools, President Da- 
vis says: ‘The lack of school room is 
more pressing than ever, and should

legal complications prevent the prompt 
sale of the bonds now Offered, the sit- 
uation will certainly be aggravated to 
a degree which will be almost a calam- 
ity to the people of the city. We now 
have in operation twenty-two half-day 
schools: but this does not measure the 
embarassment of the department for 
accommodations, aS many rooms are 
crowded beyond their capacity for suc- 
cessful work, and in some localities the 
situation is a serious detriment to the 
efficiency of the schools. The failure of 
the people to favor the bonds for a 
new High School has left the problem 
of caring for that branch of the de- 
partment unsolved; and the unsatis- 
factory and dangerous conditions ex- 
isting in the present quarters must 
continue until the city shall act. As 
things are, many children who would 
otherwise avail themselves of the op- 
portunities of higher studies are com- 
pelled to forego them.” 

He has much to say as to the desir- 
ability of properly decorated school- 
rooms. and says the board has rec- 
ognized that children are affected by 
their surroundings, as are adults. To 
secure the best results in this direc- 
tion the rooms in all the buildings are 
being tinted. He closes his address 
withthe following: “It is a matter 
of congratulation to the city, as it 
would be to any citv, that it contains 
so many citizens who generously aid 
in a public work which in every sense 
is broadly humanitarian and liberaliz- 
ing: and it is not at all improbable 
that the effect upon the public of 
uniting to advance the schools will 
itself prove an educational influence 
and impulse to good citizenship and 
patriotism which will bear a fruitage 
in other reforms fostered bv increased 
elvie devotion and hieher civic ideals,”

He devotes considerable space to the 
importance of right teaching; the influ- 
ence of the teacher upon the children; 
the desirability of codperation by par- 
ents with the work which the teacher 
seeks to perform. As to the criticisms 
that too many branches are taught, 
and that there are too many ‘‘fads” 
and “‘frills’’ to the modern school sys- 
tem, Superintendent Foshay says the 
world has passed the stage when the 
the three ‘‘R’s’”’ compose the whole de- 
sirable source of study, and the prep- 
aration of children for citizenship must 
differ from that of former years. As 
to the crowded condition of the schools 
he says: 

“The crowded condition of our 
schools, to which attention was directed 
last year, is serious and should have 
relief as early as possible. In this con- 
nection I wish to call your attention 
to a few thoughts which seem to me to 
be important. At present we have 
many more buildings than are adVis- 
able for efficient economical school 
work. Children may as well go a few 
blocks farther to a larger, better- 
equipped school. So, in planning for 
additional rooms, I hope you will see 
it is better in many cases to enlarge 
existing buildings than to erect addi- 
tidnal ones. Care should be taken, how- 
ever, to enlarge the lots where..new 
rooms are added. For several years 
this has not been done, and ‘the play- 
grounds have been encroached pon 
so much that they are of little use as 
playgrounds. A few years ago the 
children could play in the streets with 
little danger, but the trolley cars have 
made it too dangerous to permit the 
children to be in the streets where 
these cars run.”

SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

The report of the secretary of the 
board consists of a number of tables 
showing the financial condition of the 
department, the enrollment, § attend- 
ance, value of school property, and 
containing such other statistical infor- 
mation as is contained in his books. 

A comparative’ statement 
school census shows that during the 
school year 1898-9 there were in the 
city 33,665 children, as against 32,118 for 
last year. This figure includes 580 from 
the University and Garvanza districts, 
annexed June 12, 1899. Of the total, 
21,739 children between 5 and 17 years 
attended the public schools, and 1617 
between the same ages attended pri- 
vate schools. The total number of 
white children is given at 33,057, negro 
547, Indian 3, and Mongolian 838. 

During the year 5524 children at- 
tended school from the Fourth Ward. 
The Sixth Ward was a close second, 
with 5081. The smallest attendance 
was from the Third Ward, 2312. ; 

The total valuation of school prop- 
erty is given at $1,188,926, as compared 
with $1,161,126 in 1898. Of this sum, 
lots, buildings and furniture form the 
largest total, $1,169,076. The total 
valuation of libraries is. $7850. Here 
an increase in value of over 50 per cent. 
is noted. The apparatus used in the 
public schools is worth $11,100. The 
valuation of the various lots on which 
the school buildings are erected is $416,- 
250. The buildings are worth $672,100, 
The number of schools is 60, and the 
total number of rooms 420.

FATHER YORKE AT THE CATHOLIC 
CHURCH DEDICATION. 


Aggressive and Eloquent Address by 
the Noted Romanist Divine—Enor- 
mous Crowd at the Dedicatory Cere- 
monies — Commotion Caused by 4 
Sulphur Candle. Sc 


PASADENA, Dec. 10.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence. } At 9:45 o’clock this 
morning, before the opening of the 
doors of the new St. Andrew’s Church, 
a long queue of people: stood in the 
street in front 6f the entrance, and 
when the service of dedication began, 
not only was the edifice packed, the 
vestibule overflowing and all the ante- 
rooms filled, but the crowd extended to 
thesidewalkand many went away with- 
out trying to get in. Fully 1500 people 
were in and around the church when 
the distinguished Roman Catholic ora- 
tor, Father Yorke of San Francisco, 
began to preach. The sun, pouring in 
through the great windows of stained 
glass, lighted up an imposing scene, 
including a brilliantly illumined altar, 
a@ bishop in his mitre and scarlet robes, 
an array of priests and acolytes in 
their vestments, aisles as well as pews 
filled with the throng of worshipers. 

Mass was celebrated by Bishop Mont- 
gomery, assisted by Father Hartnett, 
with Father Hahn of Los Angeles as 
deacon, Father O’Regan as sub-deacon 
and Fathers Rubio and Liebana as 
deacons of honor. Ali these were visit- 
ing priests from Los Angeles, and sev- 
eral other members of the clergy were 

The mass was preceded by 
of blessing the church. It 
was 11 o’clock when the Rev. Peter C. 
Yorke took the pulpitand commenced 
his spirited discourse, to which the im- 


* mense congregation listened for almost 


an hour with riveted attention. 
Father Yorke’s address was a vigor- 
ous and uncompromising presentation 
of the claim of the Catholic Church to 
be the one organization of Christ on 
earth. His eloquence was ready, but 
concise and pointed. He is a master 
of expression, who never wastes his 


. words. At the beginning of his ser- 


mon he spoke of the chief importance 
of the act of dedicating a new church 
as lying in the significance of its rela- 
tion to other works. ‘In this country,” 
gaid he, “we loudly proclaim the doc- 
trine of the separation of church and 
state. We seem to try to divorce re- 


ligion from practical life. But ne mat-- 


ter how much we endeavor confine 
our religion to one day in the week and 
the four walls of a church, there is a 
sense in which we can’t do it. When 
you leave your house in the morning 
you can’t leave your soul behind you 
and put it on # shelf. In spite of our 
talk about the separation of church 
and state, we have in this country 
based our laws on a foundation of 
Christian morality. We have based 
them on the ideas. set. forth by our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Morality is that 
which has the sanction of honor, jus- 
tice and right. It is what makes kindly 
intercourse possible between man and 
man. Unless we nourished morality, 
the community would rot and the na- 
tion disappear. 
“We have undertaken to teach mor 
ality without religion. We have turned 
our backs on the experience of the 
ages and are trying to build a house 


} 


without a fo - 
cational institutions are making this 
attempt, there can be no morality 
without religion. The Catholic church 
takes the stand that there ean be no 
efficacious teaching of morality unless 
you go back to the sanction of reli- 
gion. I firmly believe that deep down 
in the popular heart, when. men are 
not talking for the sake of talking, in 
the silence of the private chamber, 
there is a general admission of the 
truth that for the effective teaching of 
morality, we must rely on God and the 
law of God. We see the manifestation 
of this consciousness in the tremen- 
dous interest aroused by the founda- 
tion of a new church, as another bul- 
wark against licentiousness and evil. 
It is for this reason that we hear pub- 
lic congratulations on such an event 
as this. 


“And, brethren, the Catholic church | 


does not come as other churches come. 
Other churches come as conveniences 
for the care and culture of the soul, 
for people who are serving God in 
their way. Other churches, whether 
they are independent or belong to some 
organization, are limited by language 
or race or government or geography. 
Every other church comes as a repre- 
eentative of something hedged in or 
walled about. The Catholic church 
comes with a different claim and mis- 
sion. It comes with the name of 
‘Catholic,’ which means universal. It 
comes to challenge all others, saying: 
*f am the universal church, the church 
of all ages, of all peoples, of all con- 
tinents, of all times. I can trace my 
lineage to Christ, the King. My teach- 
fing and discipline are meant for all 
nations.’ For 2000 years the Catholic 
church joins all the centuries together 
with chains of iron. It comes in con- 
sequence with a still larger claim—a 
claim of not only comprehensiveness, 
but of exclusiveness. It is not merelv 
the church of all the ages, but it is 
the only church. ‘Outside of me,’ it 
gays, ‘there is no other church which 
bears the marks of Christ’s hands.’ 
“Some people say this is intoler- 
ance, but it is better to be honest than 
to bear a reputation for false liberality. 
They call our claim ‘narrowness;’ but 
such narrowness is genuine morality; 
such bigotry is the reality of toler- 
ance. Things must stand as they are. 
“Organization is necessary to the 
success of any great movement. All 
the time Christ was on earth, He was 
talking church; church, church! That 
4s another “I e for organization. 
Christ came not only to teach, heal 
and do good, but to leave behind him 
an organization to speak with the 
authority of His voice. Now, if Christ 
came on earth to save men, God owes 
us a debt of justice. ‘If you do what 
I tell you, I’ll save you.’ Christ said. 
But the people who lived and walked 


with Christ should not have had any, 


better chance than we have today. 
Men and women now are just as anx- 
fous to save their souls and go to 
heaven. They are entitled to as rood 
a chance as the people of 2090 years 
azo. There is only one wav in which 
the Lord can give us that chance, and 
that is through the organization that 
Christ left behind him. The. doctrine 
of Christ is what Christ really said. 
The words are there. What he told us 
is a reality, not a supposition or a the- 
ory. No matter how we trv to distort

In conclusion, Father Yorke con- 
gratulated the people of St. Andrew's 
parish on the completion of their hand- 
some edifice, which, after the collection 
of the day and the proceeds of the 
coming fair, probably would be free 
from debt. In behalf of the pastor, 
‘ev. Father Farrelly, he thanked the 
bishop, the builders, the loyal parish- 
ioners, the givers of all degrees. 

It was expected that Father Yorke 
would be able to lecture this evening, 
but he had to take the owl train for 
San Francisco, and Bishop Mont- 
gomery preached in his stead. The 
bishop took as his text, “Go ye into 
all the world and preach the gospel 
to every creature,” and he dwelt on 
the necessity of instruction In the 
divine law from the right source. 

Expressions of pleasure were heard 
on every hand at the beauty and com- 
modiomsness of the church, ele- 
gance’of its appointments, and the suc- 
cess of the arrangements of the day. 
The music, under the direction of Prof. 
Heinze, was highly complimented. Mrs. 
Jones, the principal soprano, sang 
with thrilling effect. Prof. Heinze 
brought out the organ grandly in 
Beethoven’s great mass in C. Con- 
gratulations were showered on Rey. 
Pp Farrelly, the pastor of the 
church, whose untiring labors have 
madé the long-desired edifice a reality.

SAN PEDRO. 
DEBRIS CLEARED AWAY. 


SAN PEDRO, Dec. 10.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence. ] The rock-quarrying 


‘work in connection with the govern- 


ment breakwater has advanced to a 
point where nearly all the old refuse 
has been cleared away. That refuse 
has been one of the most serious 
causes of delay in getting out the rock 
for the sea wall. When the breakwater 
of the inner harbor was constructed 
several years ago, the face of the rock 
cliff was blasted away, and what rock 
could easily be removed was taken. 
The small fragments, the dirt and the 
oecasional large pieces of rock buried 
in the débris were allowed to accumu- 
late till a vast quantity of the wasie 
material was piled high up against the 
sideof the bluff. The aim of the con- 
tractors now operating there has been 
to clear that away to a level a little 
above the sea, thereby leaving a seat 
on which subsequent operations could 
be based. The removal of the old dé- 
bris has taken a long time, but with 
that completed the contractors will 
have a much smaller percentage of 
refuse to carry away after the blasts 
fired by themselves. As the propor- 
tion of the waste grows smaller the 
proportion of good rock grows larger, 
and the number of barge-loads dumped 
on the bréakwater site each week 
grows greater. It is hoped after Jan- 
uary 1 to carry on the sea-wall con- 
struction at the rate of a barge-load. 
per day. 

The barges moored by the quarry 
are reported to have ridden out the 
storm during the recent norther very 
well. The slant of the bottom by the 
quarry is quite abrupt, so the scows 
may be moored close to shore. They 
are, however, held away from shore by 
lines running to mooring buoys at a 
distance of 200 or 300 feet from- the 


beach. If a storm threatens to dash 


the barges upon shore, they may be 
hauled toward the outer buoys. The 
their- ‘sand the connect- 
ing chains, are built to withstand se- 
vere tests such as a shoreward gale 
might bring. (The buoys have rock 
anchors weighing about thirty tons. 
In case of severe emergency the 
barges may be hauled out to sea by 
the tugs, but it {s anticipated that that 
will seldom be required. The Hercu- 
les, which is not nearly as powerful 
as the~contractors’ other tug, the 
Wizard, towed a barge of rock from 
the quarry to the breakwater site in 
the face of the storm Saturday. 
RAMBLER’S ROUGH TRIP. 
The little two-masted schooner 
Rambler, Capt. W. H. Crosby, sailed 
into the inner harbor and picked up 
her mooring this forenoon. The craft 
was rudderless and had been steered 


for & fortnight with @ jury rig. She4 


had been down the coast, and had re- 
turned with a cargo of abalone meats 
and shells. The Rambler sailed from 
this port about forty days ago and 
had a great deal of rough weather. 
The severity of a gale made it neces- 
sary to keep the schooner hove-to for 
thirty-six hours. She drifted close to 
a lee shore and had to crowd on sail 
almost to the limit for twelve hours 
in order to get an offing. She had stood 
out scarcely..far enough for safety, 
when her rudder, which had evidently 
been wrenched toose by degrees, was 
carried away. A jury rudder was rigged 
and she made port with that.

Redding’s room and found him lying’ 
on the bed, dead. He evidently died 
of a hemorrhage. The Coroner was 


notified at once, and his deputy, A. B. 
Strubel, went to investigate the case. 
Redding’s friends, however, had learned 
of the man's death, and had notified 
Bresee Bros., to take charge of the 
body. Strubel and E. H. Bresee ar- 
rived at the lodging-house at the same 
time, and the old fight between the 
(‘oroner’s office and the undertakers 
was renewed. The corpse was taken 
finally to Bresee Bros.’ undertaking 
rooms. | 

Redding was at one time a resident 
of Boston, and it was in that city that 
he lost his wife arid several children. 
This bereavement 1s said to have 
crushed the man’ spirit. and he began 
drinking heavily. He is known to have 
been almost constantly under the in- 
fluence of liquor for a number of days, 
and it is thought that his death was 
due to alcoholism. 

His only known relative tn California 
is a niece, who lives in San Francisco,

OIL EXCHANGE ORGANIZED. 


NEW COMPANY TO HANDLE LO- 
CAL SECURITIES. 


IN THE OIL FIELDS. 


WELLS BONDED BY THE SAN FRAN- 


CISCO SYNDICATE. 
@- -- 


Plan of its Operations—Dividends 
Declared—Two More .Sales—Work 
Moving Westward — Coalinga Ad- 
vices Show Great Increased Activity. 
Del Mar District. 


The oil companies comprising what 
is known as the San Francisco Oil Syn- 
dicate have now more than 150 produc- 
ing wells in the Los Angeles field. The 
purchase of some of these wells has 
been concluded, and the properties 
turned over to thescompanies organized 
for the purpose of buying and operat- 
ing theni. Bonds for the remainder of 


the 150 wells are held by Easton, Eld- 
ridge & Co., representatives in this 


city of the syndicate, with every prob- 
ability, as is learned, of the properties 
being taken over as soon as the neces- 
sary formalities in each case have been 
accomplished. It is estimated that the 
various prices of land on which these 
150 wells are situated can easily stand 
an additional like number of wells, 
and these will be drilled and put to 
pumping as rapidly as the work can. 
be done. These, without further pur- 
chases, would give the syndicate 300 
wells in the Los Angeles field, with a 
possible total production of from 70,000 
to 75,000 barrels of oil a month. In the 
mean time with the wells already pos- 
sessed, Messrs. Easton, Eldridge & Co. 
have entered into contracts with manu- 
facturers and others for the delivery 
of 35,000 barrels of oil a month, and 
with a market ready, as they state, for 
the delivery of just as much more. 

As soon as the purchase of the Oil 
Storage and Transportation Co’s plant 
and storage tanks has been completed, 
and the other deals now pending have 
been closed, the syndicate’s plan of 
operations, as gathered from a talk 
with Wendell Easton—who spent yes- 
terday in this city—is about as fol- 
lows: Create new production, in- 
crease the storage oil capacity in Los 
Angeles up to 300,000 barrels qr more, 
maintain the price of oil at $1.10 to 
$1.15 a barrel Geaving producers about 
$1 a barrel,) and make long contracts 
for oil with companies and manufac- 
turing firms using it. As a member of 
the syndicate who was present, said: 
“We are not making these purchases of 
Los Angeles oil properties for specu- 
lative purposes, we are making them 
for permanent investment, being satis- 
fied after careful investigation and 
consideration that the investment will 
yield us good interest on our money. 
The difference between $1 a barrel to 
producers and $1.10 to $1.15 which we 
expect to sell it for will leave us ample 
margin for profit. At that price we 
can make ‘money and consumers will 
get cheap fuel, and as we shall always 
carry a large quantity in storage our 
oil will always be in first-class condi- 
tion. We have no intention of putting 
up the price of oil; it would be a great 
mistake for consumers to suppose so.” 

These things having been accom- 
plished, the intention of the syndicate 
is to form a new organization, or com- 
pany, whose business would be to act 
as trustee for the several oil com- 
panies owning properties. The 
duties of this trustee organization 
would be largely confined to managing 
the affairs of the several individual 
companies, acting as their fiscal agents. 
It is figured out that under an ar- 
rangement of this kind the fiscal 
charges, operating expenses, expenses 
for clerical force and contingent ex- 
penses can be kept below what they 
would aggregate were each company 
managing its individual affairs, while 
eliminating all possibility of friction 
between the companies and doing away 
with the further possibility of com- 
petition between them in the market- 
ing of the production. A pooling of in- 
terests without being an oil trust.

Blankenhorn, treasurer; R. W. Poin- 
dexter, secretary. The new company 
now has a membership of twenty-five, 
with a maximum limit of fifty. With 
the exception of four representatives 
of Los Angeles bond and stock ex- 
changes, the members of the new ex- 
change are all well-Known oil pro- 
ducers, or in other capacities identified 
with the industry 

It is the present intention to open a 
board as soon as possible, where one 
or more daily calls as to standing of 
securities of reliable incorporated oil 
companies will be pested. 

The promoters of the new exchange 
etate that the oil industry of Southern 
California, and its interests, have 
reached a point in their development 
where it is believed the establishment 
of an exchange in the city on a re. 
sponsible, businesslike basis, has be- 
come necessary and desirable.

The new board of directors of the com- 
pany has been organized, and the mem- 
bers of it are H. J. Crocker, San Fran- 
cisco, president; Wendell Easton, vice- 
president: Prince Poniatowski, Maj.

Easton, George W. Henderson, Col. F. 
W. Sumner and E. W. Runyon. The 
latter is chairman of the Paris Exposi- 
tion Commission for the State of Cali- 
fornia. -This company expects to de- 
clare a dividend during the early part 
of next month. 

Los Angeles ofl stock is considered so 
good in San Francisco that the banks 
are willing to loan on them up to 40 
per cent. of their quoted price. This 
prompts the query, why is it that our 
Los Angeles capitalists did not avail 
themselves of the opportunities in this 
field. which the San Francisco men 
have been so quick to see and seize, 
and have kept these dividends in Los 
Angeles, instead of allowing them to go 
to San Francisco? Thatis a good ques- 
tion for them to puzzle over. 

It is reported that the twenty-acre 
tract of land lying between Hoover 
street and Vermont avenue belonging 
to Judge S. C. Hubbell has been sold 
by him to San Francisco parties for 
$50,000, who propose putting down oil 
wells on it.

Angeles to that company last week. 
The Royal Oil Company, Santa Clara, 
and several other companies have also 
commenced active operations, so that 
there is more activity in the Coalinga 
ficld now than there has been at any 
time this year. The Independent Oil 
Company, the members of which are 
the same as those constituting the Co- 
lumbia Oil Company, in the Olinda 
field, has also started in work on its 
properties in the Coalinga fleld. W. L. 
Hardison, who is president of the In- 
dependent Company, as also of the Co- 
lumbia Company, says their expecta- 
tions in that fleld are the very best. 

A new incorporation in the Coalinga 
field is the Bonanza King Company, 
which has acquired a_ twenty-year 
lease on 320 acres of land close to Oil 
City. This company has issued a pros- 
pectus Which contains a very useful 
map of the Coalinga fleld, giving the 
names of the companies operating in it 
and showing the location of the prop- 
erties. 

Reports from San Diego are that 
operations will be commenced on the 
Del Mar district, San Diego county, 
early next month. In reference to this 
the San Diego Union says: “At last 
capital has become interested in the 
oil deposits supposed to exist at DR 
Mar, on the coast twenty miles north 
of this city. A company has _ been 
formed by wealthy Englishmen, rep- 
resented by John Dottiel.of Hemet, 
Riverside county, and a body of land 
aggregating 1000 acres in extent has 
been leased, upon Which boring will be- 
gin by January 1. In the mean time 
machinery costing several thousand 
dollars will be taken to Del Mar, and 
matters put in shape for energetic work 
after the holidays.” 

The Osaka newspaper, published’ in 
Roumania, says the Standard Qi] Com- 
pany has acquired seven oil wells in 
Roumania. Last year this company 
endeavored to acquire oil wells in the 
province of Mygata, and negotiations 
to this end are still proceeding. 

The Mining Journal of London con- 
tains an interesting account of experi- 
ments made in Russia of the use of 
petroleum in the manufacture of sheet 
iron. It says: “Since the yeaf 1897 
petroleum residuals have been used as 
fuel in the Nytvinsk factory of the 
Kamsk Company in Russia, in the 
manufacturing of sheet iron. The chief 
difficulty to be contended with in this 
manufacture is that of obtaining an 
even temperature over the'rolls. With 
the introduction of petroleum furnaces 
this lack of uniformity has apparently 
been overcome, and the heat is evenly 
distributed over the whole plate, while 
air is admitted in the right proportions 
so that oxidation of the iron is pre- 
vented. The construction of the fur- 
nace used differs very little from the 
usual gas furnace. At the back of the 
furnace arch is an opening which ad- 
mits an oil sprayer. This sprayer is so 
arranged that it can be moved in any 
direction, while there is no possibility 
of air entering except through the 
sprayer. The products of combustion 
travel through the side flues and 
thence to the chimney. Each furnace 
has its own chimney. As a rule the 
chimney is short, as with petroleum 
fuel less draft is required, and the fire 
can be so regulated that practically no 
smoke is observable. At the back of 


the furnace an opening is made to regu- 


late the temperature and to increase 
or decrease the supply of fuel and air. 
As a rule, the petroleum furnace is 
heated very rapidly—that is, it 
ready for working in from two and one- 
half to three hours, and not more than 
from four to five hundred weight of 
blooms dea are required for every caren | 
looms dealt with.”
